This new revised edition of the Readers Library Checklist has been based on a study of the John 
Hetherington Readers Library collection in the Archives Department at Reading University Library. 
Hetherington attempted to collect copies of every variant issue and printing and made valuable 
comments in many of his books on their probable date and order of reprinting. I would like to thank 
Michael Bott and Reading University Library for giving me access to this collection. Francis 
Wilford-Smith and Arnie Davis also made valuable contributions. 


The Readers Library Publishing Co Ltd. was based at Ancaster House, 42-43 Cranbourn 
Street, Leicester Square, London WC [Dec 1923 - Feb 1925]; then 66-66A Great Queen Street, 
Kingsway, London WC2 and later 10 Great Queen Street, Kingsway, London WC2 

All books were printed by Greycaine Book Manufacturing Company Limited later (c1933) 
Greycaine Ltd. The printers note reads either (1) London (centred), (2) London and Watford, (3) 
Watford (to the right) or (4) Watford (centred). 

Presenting the Readers Library in a logical sequence is made very difficult because the 
publishers only adopted a policy of numbering books at the beginning of 1929 and although they 
had evidently assigned numbers to their publications prior to this (from about 1927) it is impossible 
to completely recreate this list from the evidence available. Some issues of titles originally 
published 1924-1926 were also later numbered. However it should be noted that the assignation of 
a number does not necessarily imply the existence of a numbered book. Numbers followed by a 
have been assigned by the present compiler. 

The main listing of the books given here commences with the publishers First, Second, Third 
and Fourth series (50-90) followed by a number of books published between 1924 and 1929 (91- 
247) many of which were numbered. The listing is completed in the publishers numbered sequence 
(248-449). However note that some of the books from 408 on may never have been published at 
least with the number assigned. Later books were in a thicker format here indicated by pu. 

Identifying the first printings of Readers Library books is fraught with difficulty. The 
decription of each book and dustwrapper is intended to describe the first issue and then any major 
reprints such as variant title pages, editor's forewords or illustrations. Variant dustwrapper 
illustrations are noted but not all variant lists. 

Hetherington discovered variant issues of many books and amongst the issue points he 
discusses are: board coverings (cloth or paper), gatherings (sewn or glued), paper (quality and 
thickness), endpapers (formats and illustrations), cover and title page formats, forewords, printer 
statements (see above), advertisements, plates (in sepia or other tones), dustwrapper illustrations, 
dustwrapper blurbs/advertisements. For example 287 TWO NEW CRIME STORIES (1929) exists in 
two states with different adverts on page (189), the earlier dustwrapper flaps have aa blurb anda 
list whilst the later have two lists. In addition the second issue exists with gatherings glued and 
sewn. An exhaustive examination might eventually reveal a common sequence of issues but it is 
beyond the present compilers time and patience! 

The earliest Readers Library books are bound in cloth, sewn and printed on a very high 
quality paper. The earliest inscriptions seen are for "Xmas 1923" and "New Year 1924" suggesting a 
publication date of December 1923 for the first series. The English Catalogue of Books only lists 
one of the first series A TALE OF TWO CITIES published in February 1924. This may of course refer 
to a reprint. 

In America World Wide Publishing Co published Readers Library books which were bound 
by J.F.Tapley Co, Long Island City, NY. The front end papers have been removed on copies seen. 90 
DW(Merritt).
